DTSC REPORTS RESULTS AND ASKS FOR YOUR
INPUT

On September 27, 2004, The Department of Toxic Substances Control
(DTSC) finished an invedtigation of the former World Radiator and Air
Conditioning (World Radiator) at 8336 Skyway in Paradise. We collected
samples from 67 locations. Samples showed the shalow soil throughout World
Radiator has devated levels of metds: antimony, lead, and arsenic. We decided
that these metal's pose a potentid risk if people come in contact with them over
along period of time. Therefore, DTSC will prepare a cleanup plan for World
Rediator.

LOCATION, BACKGROUND, HIS-
TORY

World Radiator is about one-third of an acre,
surrounding land useis commercid and resdentid.

Resdences are within 100 feet of the dte. Paradise
Charter Middle Schooal is about one mile from
World Radiator.

The Site operated as aradiator and air conditioning
repair facility snce the 1970s. Operations included
repairing and testing of automotive radiators and air
conditioning units. Activitiesincluded sanding,
soldering, painting and storage of spent antifreeze.

On the basis of acomplaint, DTSC and Buitte
County investigated World Radiator to seeif their
activities were contaminating the environment. We
collected samples and found contamination around
the business.

Theinvestigation led to acrimina case agand the
owner/operator. The court ordered the operating
business closed in 1997. From 1997 to 2002, we
tried to get the owner to clean up the site. From
2000 to 2002, DTSC sought and received state
funding to do the necessary cleanup work. From
August to November 2002, we ingtaled afence
around the property, pumped out the septic tank
and removed a number of drums containing hazard-
ous materids as wdl as other waste materid. We
fenced the property to keep people from entering
and coming into contact with the contaminated soil.

SOIL AND GROUNDWATER

SAMPLING RESULTS

Between November 2002 and October 2003,
DTSC collected samplesto look for soil and
groundwater contamination at World Radiator. We
sampled:

» Soil throughout the property;

» Concrete and wood chips from the

main building and surrounding concrete
pad;

» Groundwater through monitoring wells,

» Soil where ageophysicd survey
showed buried materid might be
present.

Samples showed eevated |lead throughout the top
foot of soil a World Radiator. Sampling found
elevated arsenic and antimony at scattered spots
throughout the site. Wood and concrete chip
samples show devated levels of antifreeze, arsenic
and lead. The geophysica survey did not locate
any buried contamination underneath World Radia-
tor. Groundwater samples showed antimony in the
groundwater. However, now, no one usesthis
groundwater for any purpose.

These metds exist naturdly in low concentrations.
Lead can cause damage to the nervous system or
blood cellsif present a eevated levelsin the human
body. Children are a the highest risk from lead
expaosure because their bodies are till developing.
Arsenic can be highly poisonous and people use it
ininsect and plant killing chemicals. Swalowing
arsenic has been reported to increase the risk of
cancer in the liver, bladder, kidneys, prostate, and
lungs.

Antimony, when mixed into dloys, isused in
batteries, solder, sheet and pipe metd, bearings,
cadtings, and pewter. Breathing high levelsfor a
long time can irritate your eyes and lungs and can
cause heart and lung problems, ssomach pain, and
stomach ulcers.

OUR NEXT STEPS

DTSC will study severd possible waysto clean up
World Radiator. Sometimein the fall of 2004 or
the winter of 2005, we will propose a plan to clean
up the soil and groundwater.

At that time, we will give the public a chance to
review and comment on our proposed cleanup

plan. Wewill send you afact sheet with information
about our proposa. Thelocd library will have a
copy of the proposed cleanup plan for your review.
